Boximo  the  Ears  —There  are  several 
things  very  commonly  doue  which  are 
extremely  injurious  to  the  ear,  and  ought 
to  be  carefully  avoided.  One  of  these  is 
the  practice  of  boxing  children’s  ears.  It 
ia  known  that  the  passage  of  tbe  ear  is 
closed  by  a  thin  membrane,  especially 
adapted  to  be  influenced  by  every  im¬ 
pulse  of  tbe  air.  and  with  nothing  but 
the  air  to  support  it  internally.  What, 
then,  can  be  more  likely  to  injure  this 
membrane  than  a  sudden  and  forcible 
compression  of  the  air  in  front  of  it  ?  If 
any  one  designed  to  break  or  overstretch 
tbe  membrane,  a  more  efficient  means 
could  scarcely  be  devised  than  to  bring 
tbe  hand  suddenly  aud  foroibly  down  up¬ 
on  the  passage  of  the  car  thus  driving 
the  air  violently  before  it  with  no  possi¬ 
bility  of  ita  escape  but  by  tbe  membrane 
giving  way.  Medical  authorities  assert 
that  many  children  are  in  this  way  made 
deaf  by  boxing  on  tbe  ear.

Poisonous  Toy  Balloons.— Tho  sani¬ 
tary  inspactor  of  Glasgow  has  found  that 
tbe  yellow  toy  balloons  sold  to  children 
are  poisonous.  He  mya  that  the  color¬ 
ing  matter  consists  of  one  part  of  chrom¬ 
ate  of  lead  and  three  part*  of  carbonate 
of  lime.  Children,  being  in  the  habit  of 
applving  their  months  to  tbe  oriflne  of 
tbeae  balloons  for  tho  purpose  of  filling 
them  with  air.  may  readily  receive  a 
quantity  of  arach  poisonous  powder  into 
tbeir  mouths.  Toy  balloons,  therefore, 
although  admirably  fitted  for  playthings 
at  baby  farms  and  other  institution*  of 
similar  character,  should  be  viewed  with 
suspicion  in  every  well-regulated  nur- 
»ery.
